In less than a year, Walter Noona lost his job, 
faced an uncertain future, but had the community 
support and fcHtitude not only to create a new 
c»rchestra but to abo build a straig, thriving 
organization. 

Noona, who resigned under pressure last 
spring from the Virginia Ochestra Group (VOG), 
as conductor of its Virginia Fops, said the 
dismissal was really a blessing in disguise. 

"I don't have any bad blood," Noona, who now 
condwrts his own Virginia Beach Pc^s, said. 
"They really did me a favor. Seriously! I don't 
loc^ over my shcMilder. I don't w(vry about secret 
meetings. I d(Hi't walk into an office and be 
acxused of something I didn't have anything to do 
with. Now I'm conpletely surrounded by loyalty^ 
goodwill and love." 

Looking ahead to his fourth concert of his P(^s' 
debut season, Noona said local residents are 
responsible for the Pq;»' organizatioi's success. 

"The people here said, 'It's our concept. We 
created the audience that wants the Pcf>s. Why 
should we be told to take a flying leap?' That's 
what they said," Noona said. "They tdd us to jus^ 
go away. We don't want you. We want yow' 
audience. They kept all our music. We didn't have 
a sheet of music to start with."

Flood Plains Preserved

Virginia Beach City 
Council Monday after- 
noon unanimously adc^t- 
ed changes in the flood 
plain ordinances that will 
restrict development in 
the southern part of the 
city. 

'f-.. The provisions prohibit 
the fliling in of the flood 
plain and subsequently, 
for all practical purposes, 
the subdivision of pro- 
perty except fcff agricul- 



tural property, in the flood 
plain. 

The flood plain includes 
30,000 acres of which 
27,500 acres are zoned 
agricultural. 

Of three alternates pro- 
posed, Council adopted 
the third alternate which 
expands an explanaticm of 
intent, clarifies an expla- 
MtlMi of lot area cakrula- 
tion, substitutes the flood 
plain elevation for the 
six-foot elevation rule 
which governs regulation 
of low areas in lot area 



requirements and permits 
filling to promote pr(^er 
septic lank function. With 
the changes in the lot-size 
the flood plains will be 
able to subdivide their 
prqperty without filling in. 



The provision does not 
prdiibit develc^Jment but 
would keep water marsh 
and wetlands from being 
included in lot area calcu- 
laticms.

Dec. 8, the City of Virginia Beach will 
hold its 13th Annual Service Awards Program. It will 
be held in the Pavilion at 8 p.m. 

It's purpose is to commend service performed by' 
municipal employees, recognize that an employee's con- 
tribution grows with each additional year of service; and 
encourage career employment with the City. 

Employees who have attained permanent status and 
are employed on a full time basis are eligible to par- 
ticipate in the Service Awards Program.

VOG Backfire 



When the Virginia Orchestra 
Group (VOG) forced Walter 
Noona's resignation, it did so 
thinking that the conductor 
would be defamed and 
ultimately be forgotten by the 
local community. 

Wrong. 

All the publicity and con- 
troversy in which Noona was 
swimming last winter only ser- 
ved to unite his followers and 
convince Virginia Beach more 
than ever that it can and must 
stand tall in this area in the arts 
and cultural circles. . 

The Virginia Beach Orchestra 
Association, parent of group 
Walter Noona's Virginia Beach 
Pops, is doing well. So well in 
fact that additional concert per- 
formances are being considered 
for upcoming concerts, or even- 
tually the VBOA hopes to build 



a symphony hall. Wouldn't that 
be something. First the maritime 
historical museum, then a new 
arts center and a new marine 
science museum, and possibly 
some day a symphony hall. Of 
course it's just talk now. People 
are too busy keeping the highly 
successful Virginia Beach Pops 
rolling along. But it's almost un- 
canny how Virginia Beach 
residents unite to support 
cultural endeavors. 

One must not lose sight of the 
fact the Virginia Beach is a 
young city compared to its cen- 
turies old neighbor, Norfolk. 
But in Virginia Beach's short 
lifetime, it has certainly gathered 
its share of concerns, water, 
roads, erosion, but it looks as 
though in less than 30 years 
Virginia Beach will equal if not 
surpass the cultural amenities of 
its neighbors. 



A Word About Walter 



It was with great caution, out 
of respect of the man and his 
family, that the Farm Fresh inci- 
dent (Noona was dismissed from 
a shoplifting charge because of 
lack of evidence) is addressed in 
these fe wlines . But under the cir- 
cumstances, that being the 
emergence of a dominant 
professional orchestra based in 
Virginia Beach which resulted 
directly or indirectly from the 
turmoil in which Noona found 
himself last winter and spring, a 
word or two is in order. 

Noona is a very competent 
musician and conductor. Just 
days before he was demoted by 
the Virginia Orchestra Group, 
Noona coiiducted the Baltimore 
Symphony, and as usual was 
asked to return. But a far more 
convincing testimonial to 
Noona's ability and integrity 
comes not from Baltimore but 



from Virginia Beach where the 
community rejected accusations 
over Noona's professional and 
moral behavior and embraced 
him with open arms. 

Noona is happy now because 
he is surrounded J>y frien^mtt 
by people who, for whatever 
reason, feel threatened, in- 
timidated or jealous of Noona's 
musical achievements and ability 
to organize public support. But 
Noona does not take the credit 
for the creation and success of 
the new Virginia Beach Pops. 
He says the people wanted it and 
they are doing it. 

Sensationalism and 
manipulation can be perceived 
by most local events observers. 
The only problem is that the true 
stories behind many things are 
not told on the record. But for 
some reason, usually the truth is 
heard and comes out in the end.

Corny? Yes. But that's just an 
indication of what's ahead: 
Virginia Beach's own television 
station. Only catch is, who will 
own it? 

Originally, there were nine 
applicants for a Federal Com- 
munications Commission li- 
cense to operate the city's 
"first" cOTnmercial televisirai 
stati(m. Then the number was 
six. Now those six are trying to 
decide if they can consolidate 
their interests into one neat 
package. This would eliminate a 
step and save sane time. How- 



ever, it's unlikely that the 
remiaining parties will wwk oat 
an agreement, mostly because 
of the nature of the beast. In 
addition, hearings are common- 
place nowadays. 

Parties interested in operating 
a Virginia Beach station have 
their eyes on swelling population 
figures and are dreaming of 
potential viewers. This is prime 
time news. And doubtless there 
will want to be many players and 
characters in the script. Maybe 
they can reach an "out of 
court" agreement, which would 
save the city and the public a lot 
of unneeded publicity. 



Reduce 



If you reduce the city cwncil 
from 1 1 to seven, what about the 
school b(»rd? If the city is going 
to take the time to reduce coun- 
cil size, redistrict the city, why 
not go ahead and make 
provisions for a publicly elected 
school board? To accomplish 
this much would be a major 
feat, all factors consider«i. But 
there has also been calls, even 
from senators, calling for a 



strong mayor, as opposed to a 
council-manager, tyi^ of local 
government. 

Let's take one thing at a time. 
If now's the time to shape city 
lines and political mirroring the 
general assembly, cautiously 
proce«l. 

One nice aspect of this 
question is, it do^n't involve 
water.

sound we would have to have? I said it was 
impossible, h can't be done! I said you're crazy." 
He wasn't crazy. He has conducted three 
successful concerts, five more are scheduled; 
subscription tickets sales are flourishing and the 
Pops' Executive Director Jim Kreger said they are 
considering adding an additional performance of 
each concert. Or, received revenues will go into a 
building fund for a symph(»iy hall someday in the 
future. 
The days of doubt for Noona are no more. 
"I have to sit down and eat my hat," he saki. "I 
can't believe it." He said the success thus far has 
been "beyond my wildest dreams." 

The success htoona now enjoys did not come 
without a price. During the ordeal with the VOG, 
numerous newspaper stories were written about 
him which Noona said affected his career. 

Did the newspaper coverage have much 
impact? 

"Thousands of times," he said. "Let's put it 
this way. Say you're a dentist and the newspaper 
prints that they were tdd, quoting, that you're no 
good. You're not a good dentist. You ruin mouths. 
How many people are going to cc»ne to your office 
for work? 

"All of sudden though, this fall we began to see 
a turnaround." Noona cwitinued. "They began to 
take another loo^ at us. To see that we were 
serious, that we were dcring something, that we 
had really put our nose to the grindstone and 
cmne up with backing; a program, an organiza- 
tion." 

Noona said he respects the VOG's rde in the 
community, but he thinks the Virginia Beach Pops 
is better. 



"I'm not saying anything bad about them," he 
said. "I'm saying that we have a better product. 
Not in numbers (of musicians) but in quality of 
smind. 

"We have such a good product," Noona 
cmtinued. "It isn't just a group that's gotten 
together. And it just isn't the fact that we have an 
wchestra now. We're not on the community level. 
We're not competing at the cwnmunity level. 
We're ccnnpeting at the professional level. Our 
(vchestra, and I swear to you, is, except for sIk, 
the closest thing to a professional majcH* 
symphony sound that this area has ever had." 

The Virginia Pops is billed as an regional 
orchestra by the American Symphcmy Orchestra 
League because its budget exceeds $900,000. The 
Virginia Beach Pc^s budget is between $200,000 
and $300,000 thus placing it under the heading of 
metropolitan. But Noona asks, what's in a name. 

"Regicmalism is a great thing. I have nothing 
against regionalism," Noona sud. "But who's to 
say what regionalism has to come .from Norfolk? 
They can call themselves regional but that doesn't 
make them regicnal. Perfwrning everywhere and 
bringing something topec^le can make somebody 
regicMial." 

Nooia said that a true regional OTChestra should 
be the representative group for the entire 
Tidewater area. It is a status, Nocma feels, the 
VOG has not attained. 

"I doi't think the VOG has, at this time, that 
blessing," Nocma said, "from the city of Virginia 
Beach, Nfewport News, Hampton, Williamsburg, 
Suffolk or Chesapeake. I don't even know it if it 
has it from No-folk." 



The VBOA is planning special Fourth of July 
cmcert this year, children's coiuxrts, and a 
chamber series next year which Kreger hopes will 
be in cooperation with other local arts groups.

Some time (maybe even 
now) your child will have 
more toys than she can 
use, or more than there is 
room fw.

Child, the monthly child 
develc^ment newsletter. 
* This is a sign that it is 
time to put some of the 
toys away fa* a while, 
leaving only current fovor- 
ites. With a rarxt limited 
selection of toys, a child 
will learn to be more 
inventive and resourceful 
in lo(4dng for new ways to 
play with ejch toy, and 
her attentioo^span will get 
longer. 

From time to time, 
switch toys from stor^e 
to playroon for an ever- 
changing variety.

Home Sales And 
Construction "Peak"

Home sales and con- 
struction have hit their 
peak fcff the current re- 
covery and have started to 
soften, but the industry 
"is not falling off a cliff," 
Dr. .Jack Carlson, vice 
president and chief eccai- 
omist for the Naticmal 
Association of Realtors, 
said Thursday. 

"I think essentially we 
will move sidewards for 
1984," said Carlson, in 
pklahoma City for a meet- 
mg of the Oklahoma Asso- 
ciation of Realtors. 

"The economy will slow 
down in 1984 "as it must 
slow down. It cannot corb 
tinue booming as it has in 
the past." 

"This is generally good 
news. However, it could 
be better news if we could 
have interest rates return 
to n^mal." 



Carlson predicts an 
industry holding pat- 
tern because of high resi- 
dential mortgage interest 
rates, now about 13 per- 
cent. 

Despite the slowdown 
in inflaticm to an antici- 
pated 3.5 percent for 
1983, real interest rates - 
the difference between 
the rate quoted and the 
underlying inflatioi r^e- 
are about double their 
historic level at a current 7 
percent, Carlson said. 

Inflationary cxpecta- 
tifflis are partly to blame 
for the rates, he said. 
"Anytime you expect 
inflation to rise you would 
expect interest rates to 
rise. Peapic arc expecting 
some inflation and are 
demanding high rates of 
interest."

Carls(xi laid the 
most of the blame for high 
interest rates squarely on 
the record federal deficit. 

Of the $500 billion of 
available credit, the fed- 
eral government sops up 
$200biHicHi, leaving, leav- 
ing oily $300 billion for 
housing and industry, 
Carlson said. 

The administraticm and 
some in Congress think 
h(Hising is taking too 
much credit at the ex- 
pense of industry and 
have proposed shrinking 
the secondary mortgage 
markets, which provides 
the liquidity fcH- much of 
the mcrtgage industry. 

Carlson, however said, 
"It's the government tak- 
ing a large amount of 



money that is shorting 
both housing and indus- 
try." 

CarlscHi disagrees with 
the school that thinks the 
Federal Reserve will 
increase the money 
supply as a way to drop 
interest rates before the 
1984 presidential election. 

"I think the ability of 
the Federal Reserve to do 
that has diminished," 
Carlson said. 

When the Federal Re- 
serve let the money 
supply grow quickly in the 
first half of 1983, he said, 
the financial community 
reacted, feeding inflation- 
ary fears and keeping 
interest rates high. 

"Until economic policy 
changes interest rates will 
be hardpressed to come 
down much," he said. 

Despite the inability of 
the Reagan Administra- 



tion and Congress to trim 
the deficit, Carlson re- 
mains optimistic it can be 
done. 

"I do think rationality 
will come to government 
some time," he said. But 
he predicted the painful 
trimming won't come 
about until 1985 ot 1986. 
after the 1984 elections. 

"This is a lack of action 
on the part erf incumbents. 
It is not a lack of action 
one party or another." 

With the financial pic- 
ture slowing down in 1984 
and mortgages rates hold- 
ing to the 13 to 14 percent 
range, Carlsoi predicts 
sales of existing houses 
will hit 2.65 million in 
1984. down from 1983's 
2.8 million but ahead of 
1985's anticipated 2.5 mil- 
lion.

Ouunber of Commerce 
had rec(nnmended a delay 
pending more engineer- 
ing studies. 

Ccjuncilman John A. 
Baum said that the Cham- 
ber's view was shot 
ranged. 

icxxs said he was con- 
cerned with the way de- 
velopers create monu- 
mental expenses to the 
city. 

Baum said the ob^ct is 
to protect the natural 
floodways. 

Muehlenbeck said the 
cost to maintain man- 
made canals and drainage 
ways would be one million 
ddlars a year, not taking 
into consideration new 
infrastructures needed. 

Ray Le Sesne charged 
that Virginia Beach suf- 
fers from a lack of a 
long-range plan. He said 
the planning is being done 
by develc^ers with the 
blessing of the city and 
the taxpayers pay for it. 

He said that roads are 
obsdete before they are 
completed and while Pem- 
brc^e is referred to as the 
"downtown" of Virginia 
Beach, thre is no good 
road (Xnnecticm between 
Pembrdte and the Qvic 
Center in Princess Anne. 

Le Sesne, who support- 
ed the ordinances, said 
that time and time again 
he has heard developers 
say that their construction 
will expand the tax base. 



If the tax base is so broad 
why do we need to borrow 
money? He asked that 
developers say their pro- 
jects will reduce the need 
forschods because "their 
projects are fos sterile 
couples but residents are 
increasing the birth rate." 

He said the PDH-2 
zoning classification has 
led to cheaper houses, 
high density and less open 
spates. If the city had 
c^n spaces, he said, it 
would not be faced with 
the Kempsville Golf 
Course problem. 

He said the ordinances 
would prevent happening 
in the southern end of the 
city .what has happened in 
th( north. He said that the 
Task Force is dilly-dally- 
ing fen* more studies and 
the Planning Commission 
made no recommenda- 
tion. They want to wait 
until developers get their 
site plans in, he said. 

He said that the conpo- 
siti(»i of council, which 
also was discussed Mem- 
day, does not need to be 
changed but the Council 
should face the problems. 
He said the city should 
impose a moratorium as 
suggested by Robert 
Jcmes and stop devel(^ 
ment in the flood plains 
until the Planning Com- 
missioi study is complet- 
ed.

Ronald Hancock was 
satisfied with the approv- 
ed amendments which 
provided for filling in for 
septic tanks.

"I remember distinctly the thriU of it," said 
Alfred T. "Skip" Wilkins. "It was the first award 
that 1 ever received after the accident." 

In l%7, just three short days after Wilkins' 
graduation from high school, a tragic waterskiing 
accident left him a quadriplegic, dashing his 
promising athletic career and confining him to a 
wheelchair forever. The accident divorced Wilkins

from the use of his legs, but through increasing his 
upper body strength Wilkins in 1974 began 
competing in wheelchair sports and is now 
recognized as one of the best wheelchair athletes in 
the world. 

But the going wasn't easy ., It tooka lot ofhelp and 
encouragement from his family and friends, 
including Bill Taylor and Peter Marx who in 1977 
nominated Wilkins as the Virginia Beach Jaycees' 
Outstanding Young Man. The award is given, 
along with (Xhers, to deserving members of the 
local community between the ages of 18 and 35. 
Wilkins received the honor and it proved to be a 
turning point in Wilkins' career. 

"1 had won some medals for athletic canpeti- 
tion," Wilkins, 33. recalls. "You see, in 1977 I was 
just coming into my own. The thrill for me was 
first, that somebody would recognize the efforts

that I was trying to ccmtribute; not only in the 
athletic world but to the community. 

Secondly, 1 got to thank my family and friends 
for their efforts in helping me," Wilkins 
continued. "One thing for sure, anyone who's 
outstanding doesn't do it alone." 

The following year, 1978, Wilkins was nomi- 
nated by the Jaycees as the Outstanding Ytning

Twenty years ago, we let the railroads sneak a selfish 
piece of legislation through our General Assembly 
prohibiting the use of eminent domain for coal pipelines 
only.

It will make them compete to transport 
Virginia's coal to Virginia's ports. 

In spite of all the huffing and puffing by the 
railroads, the facts about a Virginia coal slurry pipeline 
are coming out. The General Assembly's consultant.just 
reported that a pipeline will create jobs for Virginians, 
operate in an environmentally sound manner, and save 
money for utility customers. 

Recently, competition from a pipeline that had not 



even been built saved utility customers in Arkansas 
some $16 billion over the next 30 years. The railroads 
got that contract by underbidding a pipeline for service 
to Arkansas Power & Light. 

So what's wrong with a little competition? Nothing. 
But railroads are going to any expense to protect their 
monopoly on coal transportation in Virginia and to 
keep consumers from the savings generated by com- 
petition. 

I hope we can help our General Assembly undo an 
error made 20 years ago so that all Virginians from coal 
miners, to dock workers, and consumers can realize the 
savings that come with competition.

"Why are you so ven- 
omous?" White House 
Deputy Press Secretary 
Larry Speakes asked ABC 
News' Sam Donalds cm on 
his persistant questicwi- 
ing overthe Press shutout 
during the Grenada inva- 
sion. 

"I'm not venomous," 
Donaldson hissed, "but 
you're covenng up an 
operation agai^nst 
another nation involving 
American tro(q)s and not 
allowing reporters there 
to see what's happen- 
ing." 

Speakes socxi became 
touchy. As reporters 
shouted questions and 
cheered Donaldson, 
Speakes pleaded for "a 
little civility," according 
to the newspaper indus- 
try's trade publicaticm. 
Editor and Publisher. He 
asked reporters to stop 
"yelling at me." One 
reporter replied, "Don't 
censor us in here." Ano- 
ther said, "Just tolerate 
the stonewalling?" 

Speakes wrote a letter 
to his superiors protest- 
ing about being kept in 
the dark about the plan- 
nned invasion. His credi- 
bility had been so dam- 
aged, reports say, that he 
considered resigning his 
post. Later, he did not 
acknowledge that. 

Finally, the media wasJ^ 
allowed on the island. No 
loiter could the press or 
the public accept the 
government's version of 
the events. 

"The media's there 
and the first story out of 
there last night was just 
as wrong as heck," 
Speakes said, referring to 
an United Press Interna- 
tional story on the fight- 
ing. Of course, UPI as 
well as («her repwters 
defended the story. 

But a CBS correspcMi- 
dent summed up the 
situation quite neatly. 

"This system is abcnit a 
right to be wrcMig and the 
right to observe it for 
ourselves and be wrwig. 
We don't guarantee 
accuracy, but you should 
guarantee access." 

The discussions were 
getting heated. 

CBS' Leslie Stahl really 
got under Speakes* skin 
when she interrupted him 
toquestion the number of 
Cubans in Grenada. 
Speakes saidtoher, "I've 
had ab(xit enough of 
you...rmsickand tired of 
you. I am sick and tired of 

you. lam sick and tired of 
you... Don't interrupt 
me." 

There are several 
pcMnts to be raised. First, 
why docs the Administra- 
ticm ccmfiise inquisitive- 
ness with vindictiveness?

Market 
To Set 
Interest 
Rates 

According to the 
National Association of 
Home Builders, the finan- 
cial markets-iKSr^lh?^ 
Secretary of HUO-will set 
the interest rate on FHA 
insured mortgages from 
here on out under a 
provision in the 1983 
housing bill, which cleared 
the Congress on Nov. 18. 

The elimination of the 
FHA interest rale ceiling 
was sought by the Reagan 
Administration. Rates in 
the future will be arrived 
at by what is called the 
"negotiation" process 
between lender and 
borrower. The negotiation 
is supposed to parallel 
market practices and 
minimize "points" 
associated with current 
FHA transactions. 

The ceiling for VA 
guaranteed loans will be 
retained. 

In future, the rate on 
FHA insured loans will be 
determined by the market, 
as is now the case with 
conventional mortgages. 
The change is expected to 
apply to commitments 
dated after Dec. 1.1983.

Since no Council meetings 
are scheduled between 
Dec. 19 and Jan. 7, Coun- 
cil instructed Qty Attw- 
ney E)ale Bimson to bring 
in the necessary ordi- 
nance next week. 

Baum said the situatirai 
"has gotten to be dis- 
graceful," and that what 
is needed is an "honest 
discussion instead of 
hypocrisy." 

He said that without 
adequate compensation 
the only people who can 
serve on Council are those 
with "a lot of time or 
other sources of income." 

"This is getting ridicu- 



lous," he said. 

At present the mayor 
receives $10,000 a year 
and Council members 
$8,000 a year, the same 
salaries received by their 
counterparts in Chesa- 
peake, a city of 114,000. 
Chesapeake's Council 
also has scheduled meet- 
ings three times a month 
compared to the Beach's 
four times a month. 

Virginia Beach is the 
largest city in the state, 
but salaries of its legisla- 
tors are surpassed by the 
cities of Norfolk ($12,000 
and $8,000), Richmond 
($14,000 and $12,000). 
and Alexandria ($12,500 
for all members. 

The Newport News 
Council members, who 
meet semi-monthly are 
paid $10,200 for the 
mayo- and $6,725 few- 
members ; Hampton with 
semi-monthly meetings. 
$9,000 and $4,800; Ports- 
mouth with bi-weekly 
meetings. $9,420 and 
$7,1%, and Roanoke, with

In 198 1 Wilkins again was recognized as the 
Virginia Beach Jaycees' Outstanding Young Man. 
He will be the guest speaker at this year's 
Outstanding Young Virginians' Recognition Night 
on Jan. 5.

"Ineverdoarehearsed talk," Wilkins said, "but 
I imagine that night what I would like to contribute 
would be the definitim of what is outstanding, and 
the commitment it takes to be outstanding in 
whatever we do."

When people in California are waking up on Christmas 
morning, people in New York are sitting down for 
Christmas lunch. Meanwhile, in England, it's time for 
afternoon tea. In Russia, its suppertimc, and the stars 
are beginning to twinkle. 

Although people celebrate Christmas at different 
tunes »U over the world, they share- many of the same 
customs. Christmas decorations, music, church ser- 
vices, and gift giving are common to manyJnations. It's 
only some of the details of the celebrations tl»t are dif- 
ferent.

American one. The Christmas tree, some of our carols 
("Away in a Manager"), and many of our recipes come 
from Germany. The German pastry, spingerle. or hard 
cookies with pictures stamped on them, is popular at 
holiday parties. So is the German Christmas tree 
pastry, Chrislhaumgeback. This is a white dough that 
can be molded into shapes and baked for tree 
decorations. Germans also make beautiful ginger bread 
houses and cookies. 

In parts of Germany, people believe that the Christ 
child sends a messenger on Christmas Eve. He appears 
as an angel in a white robe and crown, bearing gifts. 
The angel is called Christkind. There is also a Christ- 
mas Eve figure called Weihnachtsmann or "Christmas 
Man." He looks like SanU Claus and also brings gifts. 

Christmas Eve is special for another reason. At mid- 
night, according to legend, cows are able to talk in 
honor of the cows who breathed on baby Jesus to keep 
him warm. 

Besides these customs, Germans take Advent 
seriously. They hang y^m Advent wreath with the four 
candles, lighting a Sffidle on each Sunday before 
Christmas. They also have an Advent calendu^ which 
has a "window" that can be opened oqyNich tfty of Ad- 
vent to show a Christmas |Qene beneath . 

When ChrisKnas arrives, the Germans like to give 
hom^mi^^^b one another. They are famous for 
their tiiotifui handicrafts. Before Christmas, there are 
special Christmas sales around the country where local 
artists and cooks show their work. 

Christmas In 
Sweden^^^^^^^^^ 

Christmas in Sweden starts on December 13, or St. 
Lucia's Day. 

Lucia was a young girl who lived in Sicily in the 
fourth century. She believed in Christ, which was 



against the law in Sicily. When a man who did not share 
her faith asked her to get married, she refused. The 
man was so angry that he told the governor, and the 
governor had her killed. Two hundred years later, she 
was made a saint. 

No one knows exactly why Lucia, a Sicilian, became 
popular in Sweden. Some say it's because she appeared 
to the Swedes in a vision one winter during a famine. 
She arrived in a glow of light, bringing food. 

At dawn on December 13, the oldest daughter in each 
family dresses up as St. Lucia. She puts on a white robe 
and wears a crown of lighted candles. Then she wakes 
everyone, bringing them coffee, buns, and cookies. 

Besides a St. Lucia in each home, there is a St. Lucia 
in each town. People vote on which girl will play the 
role. Once she is picked, she leads a parade of young 
people carrying lighted candles through the town. She 
spends all day helping the town celebrate. 

The high point of, the Swedish Christmas falls on 
Christmas Eve. After a delicious meal that lasts all af- 
ternoon, candles are lit on the Christmas tree. Then 
everyone waits for Jultomtem, a tiny gnome who comes 
in a sleigh drawn by a goat. When everyone is asleep, he 
leaves presents for people and extra food for animals. 

Another gift-giving Q\x%iom—Julkapp—\f> also 
popular. Someone knocks on the door, throws a pre- 
sent into the room, and runs away. The present is 
wrapped in many layers of paper. The longer it takes to 
unwrap it, the more successful the Julkapp. 

Epiphany Eve arrives ten days later, and young boys 
dress up as the Magi and carry stars on long poles. They 
are called Star Boys, and they roam the streets singing 
carols. 

Christmas is finally over January 13— St. Knut's Day. 
An ancient ruler. King Knut IV, wanted the season to 
end twenty days after Christmas Day. People take 
down their trees, and children sing: 

The twentieth day. King Knut did rule 
Would end the festival of Yule.

Tips Before Yon Begin 

1. Malce sure you have the necessary ingredients and 
equipment. 

2. Wear an apron. A lot of Christmas cooliing is 
messy, since floury dough and greasy fingers are com- 
mon in Christmas baJcing. 

3. "Shortening" means softened margarine, softened 
butter, or vegetable oil. ButtCT provides the best flavor, 
but one Icind of shortening can be used in place of 
another, unless the recipe calls for one Icind only. 

4. Flour: all-purpose, presifted flour is best. 

5. If you do not have a sifter, place dry ingredients in a 
sieve over a bowl. Take a spoon and stir ingredients un- 
til they iMus throi^ the holes in the sieve to tl^ bowl 
beneath. 

6. It's easier to beat eggs with a fork or a whisk than 
wiih an ^gbeater.

7. Instead of greasing a cookie sheet, try placing a 
strip of aluminum foil over its. surface. This is a good 
way to keep the cookies from sticking to the bottom. 

8. Preheat the oven for twenty minutes before baking. 

9. Clean up the kitchen as you work. 
Caution 

Here are a few basic rules about safety: 

1. Ask an adult's permission to use the kitchen before 
you begin. 

2. Ask an adult to help when you: 

a) light the oven or burners. 

b) heat things on top of the stove. 

c) use an electric mixer or blender. 

3. Turn the handles of hot pots and pans so that 
people will not bump into them . - 

4. Set hot pans down on a wooden surface, since 
some counter lops scorch easily. You can also use a pot 
holder or a trivet. 

5. Use pot holders when handling anything hot.

Everyone looks forward to the delicious treats that 
are served during the Christmas season. It is a holiday 
of feasting with family and friends. It is the time of year 
when many people give parties and serve punch, 
eggnog, holiday breads, and sweets. Baked goods are 
popular Christmas gifts, too. 

The main meal of the season is usually served in the 
middle of Christmas Day. Some families, however, 
prefer to feast on Christmas Eve. Italian-Americans, 
for example, often have a meatless meal in honor of the 
fast titat was once held during Advent. Wlietber served 
on Christmas Eve or Christmas E>ay, the meal is lavish, 
sometimes with as many as twelve courses. A typical 
Christmas meal menu is roast turkey with oyster stuf- 
fing, cranberry sauce, mashed potatoes, creamed 
onions, and mincemeat pie.

After December 25 was picked as the Christmas 
holiday, the month before was set aside as a season of 
fasting and prayer, it was called Advent, which comes 
from the Latin word meaning "to come." People used 
this time to prepare for Christ's coming into the world. 
Advent starts on the fourth Sunday before Christmas 
and ends on Christmas Day. It is still observed by many 
Christians. 

Christians celebrate Advent by going to church on the 
four Sundays before Christmas. They also han^ Advent 
wreaths in their homes and churches. The round shape 
goes back to the Saturnalia festival, when people stop- 
ped work and hung up their wagoir wheels. They 
decorated them with evergreens and lighted candles. 
The flames stood for the light brought into the world by 
the return of the sun. Like the pagans. Christians today 
light candles during the Christmas season. On each 
Sunday before Christmas, they light one candle and 
place it on their Advent wreath. Because this is a fire 
hazard, some families use electric candles. Others place 
the candles on a nearby table or window. Then, on 
Christmas Eve, a large candle is lit to honor Christ. 
This light stands for the light he brought into the world 
when he was born. 

There are also nine days before Christmas— the 
posadas days— that are celebrated by Spanish-speaking 
Americans. Posada is the Spanish word for inn. 
During these nine days, people act out Mary and 
Joseph's search for the iim in Bethlehem. The manger 
for the baby Jesus is left empty until Christmas Day, 
when a doll is added to stand for Christ. 

Christmas is celebrated on January 7 by many Greek 
and Russian Orthodox churches. On the Gregorian 
calendar which they follow, January 7 is the same as 
December 25. 

Even though many people celebrate Christmas for 
only one day, Christmas actually lasts for twelve days. 
These twelve days begin on Christmas Eve and last until 
Epiphany on January 6. Epiphany was an early Roman 
festival that honored the Magi's visit to Bethlehem. 
Today, Epiphany mainly marks the end of the Christ- 
mas season. It is a time to take down decorations in 
homes and churches. Only in a very few churches do ' 
decorations stay up until February 2, the Festival of 
Candelmas. In some churches this is the day on which 
candles are blessed for the coming year.

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The African Christian 

Celebrates Christmas In 

Many Different Ways 



Because African Christians are spread out over the 
continent, Christmas is celebrated in many different 
ways. 

■ In Ethiopia, Christians bielong to the Coptic church. 
The Coptic church, like the Eastern Orthodox churches, 
follows the Gregorian calendar. Therefore, Christmas 
falls on January 7. Right before Christmas, thousands 
of Christians journey to the church in the city of 
Lalibela. On Christmas Day, a large group of nuns, 
priests, and monks form a line and climb to a nearby 
hilhop. There, they perform a special Christmas ser- 
vice. When it's over, everyone celebrates the rest of the 



day with dancing, sports, and feasting. 

In Ghana, Christians have many of the same customs 
as Americans do. They send Christmas cards. Like the 
British, they have a Father Christmas, but he comes 
from the jungle, bearing gifts. They decorate their 
houses with beautiful flowers and palm branches. On 
Qiristmas Eve, children march up and down the streets, 
shouting "Egbona hee, egbona hee! Egogo vo," 
meaning "Christ is coming! Christ is near!" Then they 
go to church with their families, where the candles on a 
giant evergreen or palm tree arc lit. On Christmas Day, 
they give each other gifts, enjoy a large feast, and dance 
and sing.

8. Unwrap one package of dough. Dip the rolling pin 
in flour and roll the dough out on a floured wooden 
cutting board. If the dough sticks to the rolling pin, 
sprinkle it with more flour. If the dough sticks 

to ^our firtgers, coat them with a tiny bit of short- 
ening. The dough should be rolled out to 1/8 in. 
(3.18 mm) thick. (The thinner the dough, the 
crisper the cookies.) 

Dip cookie cutters in flour. Press them into dough, 
then drop shape into cookie sheet. The cookie 
sheet should hold about 12 cookies. 
Sprinkle cookies with colored sugar crystals. 

Bake 8-9 minutes. The cookies should be removed 
trom oven before they turn golden-brown. 

Let cookies cool lor 5 minutes before removing 
trom cookie sheet.

The leaders of the early Church wanted to get rid of 
the pagan custom of bringing evergreens indoors. But 
the pagans kept doing so, even after some of them 
became Christians. So fmally the leaders decided to 
make evngreens |Mrt of the story of Christ's Ufe. A 
legrad began that the crown of thorns Christ wotc 
before his death was made of holly leaves. When tba 
crown pricked Christ's forehead, his blood flowed over 
the holly bories, changing them from white ta red. 



After the eariy Church accq>ted hoOy, it was used as a 
Christmas Decoration. 



Ivy, on the other hand, took a much longer time to be 
accepted because ivy was the symbol of an ancient 
Roman god named Bacchus. He was the god of wine 
and could make people happy or miserable, depending 
upon how much wine they drank. The Church didn't 
approve of people getting drunk. As a result, the sym- 
bol for the god of wine was not brought into the early 
Church. As time passed, however, ivy became a symbol 
of everlasting life, and was used as a Christmas 
decoration also. 

In most early English carols, holly and ivy were men- 
tioned together since they were symbols for the male 
and female halves of human nature. Holly became 
known as a "man's plant" because it protected itself 
with thorns in the same way a man would protect him- 
self with weapons. Ivy was known as a "woman's 
plant" because it had to be supported by a wall or tree 



in the same way women were thought to need the sup- 
port of men in the Middle Ages. 



Mistletoe 

About twenty-two hundred years ago, a group of 

people called the Celts lived in what are now the British 

Isles and France. Their priests, or Druids, killed animals 

and people as gifts to the gods. They wanted the gods to 

protect them from evil spirits and witches. The Druids 

believed that the mistletoe which grew on oak trees had 

special powers. They thought that during winter the oak 

tree god lived in the mistletoe after the oak branches 

died. When the winter solstice came, the high priest, 

dressed in white, cUmbed an oak tree and cut down the 

mistletoe with a golden sickle. Hie mistletoe was caught 

by a white cloth, so that it wouldn't touch the pound 

where the witches could harm it. Then the Druids placed 

part of the mistletoe on an altar and killed two white 

bulls as a gift to the gods. Afterward, they divided the 

rest of the mistletoe and gave it to the townspeople to 

hang over their doors for good luck. The Druids called 

the mistletoe "all healer. " They thought that if childless 

women and animals ate it, tb^ would be able to have 

babies. They believed that it cured epilepsy. Because it 

grew high up and didn't touch the ground, epileptics ate 

it to keep from falling down. It was also supposed to 

heal skin ulcers and protect people from being 

poisoned. 

Today, people kiss each other undCT mistletoe. This 
custom comes from a Scandinavian legend: An ancient 
god named Balder had a dream that he mai going to die. 
He was so worrwd that he shared his dream with his 
m(^er, the goddess Frlgga. She became alarmed and in 
an effect to |M-otect her son, she nuule everyone and 
everything promise not to harm him. But she forgot to 
ask the mistletoe, since she didn't think the plant was 
important enough to cause any trouble. There was 
another god named Loki who was very jealous of 
Balder. When he found out that Frigga had ignored the 
mistletoe, he asked the blind god Hother to hurl a 
mistletoe dart at Balder. Hother did as Loki asked, and 
the dart pierced Balder and killed him. Frigga was very 
sad to have lost her son. She cried so much that her tears 
became the white berries on the mistletoe plant. Frigga 
pleaded with the gods to bring Balder back to life. Since 
they too loved Balder, they agreed to do so. Frigga was 
happy again. She stood under the mistletoe's white 
berries and kissed very one who passed beneath. In 
time, mistletoe beca le a symbol of peace and love. If 
enemies met belo^N it, they laid down their arms and 
made peace. 

Because of its pagpi origins, mistletoe is not usually 
allowed inside churches. But it is hung in homes, where 
people kiss under it to heal pain, end arguments, and 
bring good luck.

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Oh! Christmas Tree..... 
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Our modon Christnuu trw stands for life, as 
evergreens did before Christ was born. But the custom 
of cutting down a whole tree and bringing it indoors is 
just a few hundred years old. As far as anyone knows, 
only branch^ were brought indoors during the pagan 
festivals. And to this day, it's unclear how the custom of 
decorating Christmas trees began. 

Some people think it was started in Germany in the 
fifteenth century by a famous monk named Martin 
Luther. A popular story says that while he was walking 
through the woods on Christmas Eve, he looked up and 
saw stars sparkling through the branches of a fir tree. 
He was so struck by the sky's b«iuty that he cut down 
the fir tree, carried it home, and decorated it with 
lighted candles. He wanted to show how it had looked 
when it was lit up by starlight. 

There are some even earlier legends about the Christ- 
mas tree. In the tenth centiuy, a man named George 
Jacob told a story in which all the trees in the world 
bloomed on the night Christ was born. And there's a 
French legend from the thirteenth century about an 
enormous tree lit with candles that could be seen in a 
forest on Christmas Eve. At the top of the tree, baby 
Jesus rested with a halo around his head. 

These are legends. But there is a real story about 
decorated evergreen branches that might explain the fir- 
st Christmas trees. Diuing the Middle Ages, German 
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peasants performed plays in front of churches on 
December 25. These plays were about Adam and Eve, the 
fu-st man and woman made by God. The players acted 
out the story of how God cast Adam and Eve out of the 
' Garden of Eden after they ate an apple from the tree of 
good and evil. The players hung apples on an evergreen 
branch to stand for the tree. 

When the Church leaders no longer allowed these 
plays to be perform<d, people started to bring "Adam 
and Eve trees" into their homes on December 25. They 
brought both evergreen branches and small fir trees in- 
doors. They decorated them with.apples, and with roses 
and wafers to stand for Mary and Christ. They called 
' these decorated evergreens Christbaum. They often 



placed Christbaum next to two other Christmas shapes, 
"bne was called a pyramid, a wooden frame that held 
branches and candles. The other was called a lichstock. 
a fiat triangle that held candles. Perhaps people thought 
candles would look nice on the Christbaum when they 
saw it next to the lichtstock and pyramid. Whatever the 
reason, by the 1700s, Germans were decorating small 
indoor trees with candles. 

In the nineteenth century, Christmas trees became 
popular in England. This was because Queen Victoria's 
German husband, Albert, missed Christmas trees when 
he married and moved to England. So in 1841 he started 
the custom of decorating a large tree in Windsor Castle. 
Soon everyone in England 'was decorating Christmas 
trees. 

Germans also brought the Christmas tree to America. 
As early as 1747, trees were being decorated in Bethle- 
hem, Pennsylvania, by a group of Germans called 
Moravians. Christmas trees didn't become really 
popular in America, however, until the twentieth cen- 
tury. That's when it became possible to trim trees with 
electric lights and handmade glass ornaments. So many 
trees were being cut down that one year President 
Theodore Roosevelt banned the Christmas tree from the 
White House. (Even so, his sons Archie and Quentin 
smuggled a Christmas tree into Archie's closet!) Today, 
trees are grown on special farms just for Christmas. 
They're much taller and larger than the tiny fir trees fir- 
st used at Christmas in the Middle Ages. 

Trimming The Tree 

The Germans in the Middle Ages decorated their fir 
trees with nuts, fruits, gingerbread, paper roses, can- 
dies, and homemade paper ornaments. Their trees 
became especially beautiful when they began to attach 
candles to the branches. Since candles were a fire 
hazard, it was a great relief when Thomas Alva Edison 
invented the electric light bulb in 1879. One of his best 
friends, Edward Johnson, tried using electric lights on a 
Christmas tree in 1882. Then, in 1895, President Grover . 
Cleveland decorate the tree at the White House with 
electric lights. Finally, electric lights on strings were in- 
vented in 1907, and the invention spread rapidly across 
the country. 

Today, people have many choices for trimming their , 
trees. They can fill them with homemade decorations, 
ornaments bought in a store, or a combination of both. 
It's very unusual to see two trees that look alike. 
Decorating a tree is a wonderful way to bring people 
Jogether and to do something creative at Christmas.

Something more than a dozen years ago, at Prin- 
ceton, I heard from one of the "Art Professors" that a

A deep world sadness underlay the look of 
pity; he was visibly a person who suffered less his own 
anguish and more that of others. You saw at once that 
he was profoundly sorry for all of humankind.

Like Americans, the British enjoy beautiful holiday 
music. They also like to decorate Christmas trees and 
hang up evergreen branches. But they have some special 
customs of their own. 

One of these is caUwl mumming. In the Middle Ages, 
people call«l mummers put on masks and acted out 
Christmas plays. These plays are stiU performed in 
towns and villages. 

The English also celebrate December 26 as a special 
day. They call it Boxing Day and give presents to 
mailmen, newsboys, and other public servanu. The 
name comes from the old custom of putting money for 
the poor Into boxes inside churches. On December 26, 
the priests would open the boxes and give the money 
away. 

The EngUsh gift giver is called Father Christmas. He 
wears a long red or green robe and leaves presents in 
stockings on Christmas Eve. However, the gifts are not 
usually opened until the following afternoon. 

Christmas In 

In Mexico, the nine posatUa days are the heart of the 
hohday celebraUon. On December 16 an empty manger 
IS placed on an altar (pesebra) in each home. Friends 
and family gather together and act out the story of Mary 
and Joseph being turned away from the inn in 
Bethlehem. Then, on Christmas Eve, the altar is 
decorated with tinsel and flowers, and a baby Jesus 
figure is placed in the manger. Everyone celebrates his 
birth by smging, dancing, and feasting until Midniaht 
Mass. 

Also on each of the nine posadas days, there is a 
special children's game. After the Mary and J(Kcph 
play IS over, each child gets to whack ipinala that hangs 
frorn a rope. This is a paper figure that contains a jar 
tilled with gifts, fruit, and candy. When the children 
whack it, It breaks, and the contents spill out. The 
young people scramble for their share of the gifts. 

On Epiphany Eve, children put their shoes in the win- 
dow. They hope that the Magi will pass by the window 
during the night and leave gifts. Conliniied on page 22 



found that a gentle melancholy pervaded the room and 
the old saint seemed to add a wistfulness. "Don't you 
really wish to know who I am?" he inquired to me 
whenever I looked his way. 

I did indeed wish to know him and to understand his 
K»rrow, which was one of the kind we call "haun- 
ting"— all the more so because it was universal. Of all 
the saints, he was the one who most mourned over the 
miseries of this tangled world. We got our books, wrote 
to iconographical experts— and lo! we had otu- man. 
Hie sad old saint is— Santa Oaus ! 

He is St. Nicholas of Bari and his four loaves of bread 
signify his giving, his generosity. In time, as the legend 
grew and changed, the most jocund and hearty of all 
symbolic figures emerged from this acutely sad and 
grieving one. St. Nicholas of Bari became "Old Saint 
Nick," "Kriss-Kringle" (a most iwisied alliterative) and 
Sanu Claus. 

He, the trouble and unhappy, now comes laugliing 



down the chimney, fat and merry, to be the jovial in- 
spiration of our joUiest season of the year. We say that 
time changed him, made this metamorphosis; but it was 
we— "wc-lhe-people"— who did it. Time only let us 
forget that St.. Nicholas was a sorrowful man. 

Mainardi put a date on the painting. It is clear and 
neat upon a step of the Virgin's throne— 1507. In the 
long march of mankind, the four hundred and thirty- 
eight years that have elapsed since the Tuscan painter 
finished his picture is but a breath. St. Nicholas as we 
know him now, our jolly, shouting friend, a frolic for 
the children, may become the saddest of all the saints 
again, someday. What made us brighten him into Sanu 
Claus was our knowledge that the world was growing 
kinder than it was in 1507. 

St. Nicholas of Bari knew only a cruel world. 
Christmas of this year needs the transfigured image of 
him— the jolly one who is merry because the world is 
wise— and kind. 
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X^hristmas Eve... Since Forever 



Christmas Eve is perhaps the most exciting night of 
the year. It's the time when families fmish decorating 
their tree and light the yule log. It's when children 
hang stockings and put out milk and cookies for Santa 
Qaus. And it's the evoiing when the beautiful midnight 
servi(% takes place at church. 

Families often will wait until after dinner to decorate 
their tree. Then they can see how it looks when it's lit 
up in the dark for the first time. But there is no hard 
and fast rule. A tree can be decorated anytime before 
Christmas Day. Christmas Eve, however, is the time to 
light the yule log. 

The yule log is an enormous piece of firewood. 
Sometimes it's the whole trunk of a tree. It's usually cut 
from oak, ash, or birch wood. Children in England like 
to cover it with mistletoe before it's carried inside and 
Ut. 

Like evergreens, the custom of burning the yule log 
dates back to before Christ was born. It was burned 
during the winter solstice to bring light and warmth to 
the darkest time of year. Its brightness was a reminder 
that spring would come again and cro[» would grow. 



Families hoped that the ghosts of their ancestors would 
come and get warm by its heat. They also hoped that its 
'flames would scare away demons and bad spirits. 

In ancient Scandinavia, the yule log was lit to honor 
Thor, the god of thunder. Perhaps that is why 
Europeans believed it protected their homes from thun- 
der and lightning. Until the middle of the nineteenth 
century, Germans let the yule log burn for only a short 
Ume. Then they took it out of the fireplace and stored it 
in a safe spot. Any time there was a thunderstorm 
during the next year, they put the yule log back on the 
fire. Supposedly, lightning would not strike a house in 
which a yule log burned. 

People also thought the yule log helped animals give 
birth to more babies. The French soaked the log in 
water. Then they gave the water to their cows to drink. 
This was supposed to make the cows have more calves 
than usual. The French believed there would be as 
many lambs, calves, .baby goats, and chickens as there 
where sparks in the yule log. When kept under the bed, 
the yule log was even thought to be a good cure for 
swollen glands and cold sores.

Today, most people don't have a fireplace that is big 
enough to hold a yule log. But when they light a small 
fire in their fireplace, they can think about 'he old yule 
log custom. Or they can find out ii there is local yule 
log ceremony. For example, there is a special yv'. log 
Christmas festival every year in Yosemite Natirnal Park 
in California. Four or five people dress up in white 
capes like the ancient Druids did. They gather together 
and carry a yule log, some holly, and a blazing torch in- 
doors. They place the log in a great fireplace and light it 
with a piece from the previous year. If the log is still 
' burning the next morning, the New Year will bring good 
luck. But if the log burns out, the New Year will not be 
a happy one. 

Besides lighting a yule log, many people like to go to a 
midnight service at their local church. This is usually 
a much lovelier service than the one on Christmas mor- 
ning. It is held at midnight because an old legend said 
that Christ was born at that hour. But no one knows for 
certain. The ancient Romans held mass when the cock 
crowed, which was about three olclock in the morning. 
To this day, Spanish-speaking Americans call the mid- 
night mass Mise de Gallo, "Mass of the cock." 

During the service, the story of Christs' birth is read 
from the Bible. Often the church is lit up by candlelight 
to stand for the brightness Christ brought into the 
world. Everyone sings carols and hymns, and the sound 
of music fills the church with joy. 

In the Middle Ages, the big bells ir (he churches in 
England were rung again and again between eleven 
o'clock and midnight. This was called the devil's 
funeral because of a legend that the devil died when 
Christ was born. As the clock struck twelve, the bells 
broke into peals of Christmas joy. Midnight chimes are 
.till rung today to the tune of Christmas cafols. 

Christmas Eve is also when Santa Claus, the ancient 
gift giver, comes with presents after everyone has gone 
to bed. Children like to leave him a snack of cookies 
and milk so that he won't get hungry during his night 
journey. They also hang stockings from the man- 
telpiece or at the end of their beds for him to nil with 
gifts. According to stories that have been passed down 
through the years, Santa Claus leaves an apple in the toe 
for good luck and an orange in the heel if you've been 
good. In the olden days, oranges were rare and expen- 
sive, so getting an orange was a special treat. Santa 
Claus also leaves a nut for fun, some salt for good luck, 
and a piece of coal to keep you warm in the New Year. 
But mostly, he fills stockings with small toys and treats 
and good things to eat. The stockings add a happy note 
to Christmas as they hang, waiting for Santa Claus's 
surprises.

If the dough sticks to 
your fingers, coat them with a tiny bit of short- 
ening. Rdl out the dough to 1/8 in. (3.18 mm)

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Santa Claus : The "Real Story'] 



Santa Claus is probably America's most popular 
holiday figure. He has a white beard, a potbelly, and 
rosy cheeks. He dresses in a red and white suit and 
carries a sack of presents on his back. He lives in the 
North Pole, where he and his elf helpers make gifts all 
year round. Every Christmas Eve, he packs up his gifts 
and puts them in a sleigh. He hitches it to eight tiny 
reindeer. They pull him through the sky, and he lands 
on rooftops. Then he climbs down chimneys and leaves 
presents in stockings and under Christmas trees. 

Clement Moore, the author of a poem called "A Visit 
from St. Nicholas," describes him as follows: 

He was dressed all in fur, from his head to his foot. 
And his clothes were all tarnished with ashes and soot; 
A bundle of toys he had flung on his back, 
A nd he looked like a peddler Just opening his pack; 

His eyes, how they twinkled! His dimples, how merry! 
His cheeks were like roses, his nose like a cherry! 
His droll little mouth was drawn up like a bow. 
And the beard of his chin was as white as the snow. 

This Santa Claus story is really a combination of 
legends that have appeared for sixteen hundred years. 
They all go back to Asia Minor, where a famous bishop 
named Nicholas lived in the fourth century. There are 
many stories about Nicholas's love for children. Once 
he brought three boys back to life who had been chop- 
ped up, salted, and stored in a barrel. Another time, he 
threw a bag of gold down a chimney for three un- 
married girls who were very poor. (Perhaps this is why 
Santa Claus climbs down a chimney with his sack of gif- 
ts.) Nicholas was also famous for being able to stop 
storms at sea and prevent shipwrecks. He was loved by 
so many people that when he died, he was made a saint. 
He was called St. Nicholas and he watched over sailors, 
merchants, and children. 

No one knows exactly how his good name spread 
from Asia to the rest of the world. Most people think it 
happened when some merchants in the eleventh century 
stole his bones and carried them to Bari, Italy. They 
built a large tomb and put St. Nicholas's bones on 
display. People from all over Europe could come and 
look at them. In those days, the bones of saints were 
considered very holy. Some people believed that they 
could even cause miracles. Men and women would 
travel for miles to see them. By the end of the Middle 
Ages, St. Nicholas was known everywhere. Four hun- 
dred churches were named after him in England alone. 

His birthday was on December 6, and Christians 
celebrated it by holding a feast, they hoped that he 
would visit their homes on the night before. They 
thought that he'd come wearing the red and white robes 
and hat of a bishop and carrying a staff. They told 
children that if they behaved well, he'd leave them 
presents. But if they were naughty, he'd punish them. 
Sometimes, children were told he traveled with a scary 
figure who would carry out the punishment. One of 
these scary figures was called Dlampus. Dlampus 
looked like a shaggy monster. He had red eyes, horns, 
and a forked tongue. He dragged along chains behind 
him and rattled than when he was upset. Children were 
terrified of him. 

Saint Nicholas's birthday is always celebrated in the 
Netherlands. Children leave out their wooden shoes on 
the eve of December 6, ho|»ng that "Saint Nick" will 



fill them with sweets. They used to call him "Santa 
Niklaus, "which became Sinter Klass," which finally 
became "Santa Claus" when the Dutch came to 
America. The Dutch settlers found it was easier to 
celebrate St. Nicholas Day in America on the same day 
as Christmas. That's why Santa Claus leaves presents 
on Christmas Eve instead of St. Nicholas Eve. 



Santa Claus *s home in the North Pole as well as his 
reindeer and elves probably date back to an old myth in 
Northern Europe. Thousands of years ago, people 
believed that the god Thor rode through the sky in a 
chariot pulled by reindeer. Snow and ice swirled around 
him as he stopped at houses for holiday dinners. The 
Northern Europeans also believed in elves or "tomtars" 
who had little beards and hid presents for children. 



Sometimes, people get confused by seeing so many 
Santa Clause.^ at once. Some are standing on street cor- 
ners, ringing bells and asking people to give money to 
the poor. Others are sitting in department stores, 
listening to children's wishes for presents. Still others 
are on television, telling about the many Wonderful let- 
ters they've received from children asking for gifts. All 
of these Santa Clauses are jolly and kindj„but they are 
only standing in the place of the real Sanra Claus. The 
real Santa Claus is the Santa no one can see. 



Americans look forward to the gifts Santa Claus 
leaves, but they also look forward to giving gifts of their 
own. As Santa Claus shows his love by leaving gifts, so 
people show their love by giving gifts to one another.

The Italians have a female Santa Claus called Lady 
Befana (the Italian word for "Epiphany"). She visiu 
children on January 6 and leaves presents in their shoes 
if she thinks they've been good. If she thinks they've 
been bad, she leaves a piece of coal. Some parents tell 
their children that Befana will kidnap them if they don't 
behave. 

There is an old story that when Christ was bom, the 
Magi asked Befana to lead them to Bethlehem. She told 
them she was too busy sweeping out her house to help 
them She was sorry later, and as a result, she is still 
roaming the earth, looking for the baby. Like Santa 
Claus, shef climbs down the chimney, but unlike Santa 
Claus, she arrives on a broomstick. 

The Italians also set up a creche or precepio in their 
homes and churches. They leave it empty until Christ- 
mas Day, when they add a baby (bambino) to stand for 



the Christ child. Families arrange the precepio undw a 
ceppo — a wooden pyramid with shelves. Then they 
decorate the shelves with colored paper, cones, and 
candles. The ceppo is the Italian version of the Christ- 
mas tree. 
On Christmas Eve the Italians enjoy a feast of 

noodles, pastries, and fish. 



Christmas In 
Russia ^^^^^^^ 

Before the Russian Revolution in 1917. Russians 
celebrated Christmas with great joy. They danced and 
sang from Christmas Eve until Epiphany. Like the 
British, they had mumming parades. They dressed up in 
costumes and traveled from house to house, accepting 
small gifts. 

At first, Christmas was linked closely to their winter 
solstice festivals. The Russians used to sing songs in

dreamed of Santa Claus, or if we awoke in the night, we 
listened for the jingling of his sleigh-bells. At the peep 
of day we were arpused by the voice of my good grand- 
father, who planted himself in the stairway and 
shouted in a stentorian tone, 'I wish you all a Merry 
Christmas I' The contest was as to who should give the 
salutation first, and the old gentleman determined to 
get the start on us by sounding his greeting to the family 
before we were out of our rooms. Then came a race for 
the chimney corner; all the stockings came down 



quicker than they had gone up. What could not be con- 
tained in them was disposed upon t'le mantelpiece, or 
elsewhere. I remember that I once received an 
autographed letter from Santa Clau i, full of good coun- 
sels; and our coloured cook told 'oe that she awoke in 
the night and peeping into the ki'chen, actually saw the 
veritable old visitor light a candle and sit down at the 
table and write it! I believed it all as implicitly as I 
believed the Ten Commandments, or the story of David 
and Goliath.... 



honor of the harvest god. Klyad. They hoped he would 
Uke care of their crops, and bring them a rich harvest in 
the spring. 

Gradually, the holiday became focused on the birth 
of Christ. Instead of singing about the harvest, the 
Russians sang Christmas carols. On Christmas Eve, 
they strolled up and down streets, carrying "stars of 
Bethlehem" at the aids of stfcks. They also went to a 
church service and shared a holiday meal at home. 
Special food was served, including a dessert of steamed 
wheat, raisins, and honey, called kutya. On Christmas 
Day, the Russians ate a large meal, at which a suckling 
pig was sometimes roasted. 

The Christmas season ended with Epiphany. 
Children loved Epiphany because on Epiphany Eve, 
Babushka, a female gift giver, left them presents. 

After the Russian Revolution, the Soviets banned 
Christmas. Today, only the Russians who go to the 
^tern Orthodox Church have a religious celebration. 

The Russians who don't go to church have combined 
some of the Christmas cust(»ns from the rest of the 
worid with those of New Year's Day.

Creche 

One of the nicest Christmas customs is the setting up 
of a creche during Advent. A creche is a man-made 
scene of the night when Christ was born in the stable at 
Bethlehem. A tiny figure of baby Jesus is placed in an 
open manger or crib— a small feeding box for cows 
and horses. Then flgures of Mary, Joseph, the three 
Magi, shepherds, angels, and form animals are arranged 
around the manger. The creche is set up under a 
Christmas tree or in some special place in the house. At 
church, it is displayed in a spot that can easily be seen by 
people walking by, or outdoors.

The word crtche is the French word for manger. The 
French word probably comes from the Italian word 
Greccio. Greccio was the town in which a famous 
creche was set up by St. Francis of Assisi in the thirteen- 
th century. When Francis Was alive, mangers were built 
in churches all over Italy at Christmas. Francis 
probably even visited the Church of Santa Maria 
Maggiore in Rome, where the very first manger was 
made in the fourth century. But many of these early 
church mangers were covered with gold, silver, and 
jewels. They were much fancier than the simple 
manger in which Christ was laid. Francis felt it was im- 
portant for people to remember that Christ was born in 
a humble stable. In 1223 Francis asked a friend of his 
who lived in Greccio to take an ass, an ox, a manger, 
and some straw to a nearby cave. When this was done, 
Francis, the friars, and the local people met in the cave 
by candlelight on Christmas Eve. They acted out the 
story of Christ's birth. It must have been a very moving 
sight. 

After St. Francis made the creche popular, it ap- 
peared in homes and churches all over the world. The 
custom didn't come to America until 1741 when the 
Moravians settled in Bethlehem, Pennsylvania. They 
brought putzes or large, fancy creches with them from 
Germany. Their putzes sometimes had bridges, houses, 
fences, gardens, waterfalls, and even fountains. Today, 
the German-Americans in Pennsylvania still set up these 
remarkable creches at Christmas. 

People from other nations also brought creches to 
America. They arc now an important part of our 
Christmas season.

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How Christmas Began 



Christmas, the Christian holiday that celebrates the 
birth of Christ, takes place on December 25. 

It is an exciting, happy day when family and friends 
gather together to exchange gifts and share a festive 
meal. At the beginning of December, people start 
wrapping presents, hanging wreaths and mistletoe, 
decorating evergreen trees with ornaments, and sending 
l^etty cards to old friends. The kitchen is filled with the 
smells of cakes and brrads being baked for a big meal 
on Christmas Day. Party dishes are taken out of 
storage, and Christmas music is heard everywhere. On 
Christmas Eve. children leave a snack for Santa Claus 
and his reindeer, and in some houses and towns, adults 
Hght a yule log. When the great day arrives, people 
flock to church to hear the story of Christ's birth read 
aloud, to pray, and to sing hymns and carols. 

The story of the birth of Christ is in the part of the 
Bible called the New Testament. There it is written that 
before Christ was born, God sent an angel to Mary, a 
young woman who was getting ready to marry a carpen- 
ter named Joseph. The angel said: "And behold, thou 
shalt conceive in thy womb, and bring forth a son, and 
shalt call His name Jesus. He shall be great, and shall 
be called the Son of the Highest." 

Because Mary believed in God. she believed the angel. 
She knew that God had picked her to be the mother of 
his son. She had the baby in Bethle^^ and named him 
Jesus, just as the angel had told her to do. He was born 
in a stable because Mary and Joseph were unable to And 
room in.an inn. 

On the night Jesus was born, another angel appeared 
to shepherds in a field and said: "F«tf rot, for behold, I 
bring you good tidings of freat joy, which shall be to all 
people. For unto you is bom" this day in the city of 
David a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. And this 
shall be a sign unto you. Ye shall find the babe wrapped 
in swaddling clothes, lying in a manger." 

The shepherds hurried to Bethlehem and found Mary, 
Joseph, and Jesus in the stable. The shepherds believed 
thtt Jesus WW tlM son of Cod and left to tell everyone 




what they had seen. 

On the same night, three Magi— men from Persia 
who studied the stars as part of their religion— saw a 
bright star in the East. They followed It to Bethlehem, 
where they found Christ lying in a manger. When they 
saw the baby, they gave him gifts and worshiped him. 

Today, the Magi are also called "the three kings." 
But this term was not used widely until more than five 
hundred years after Christ's death. 

Even though Christmas is celebrated on December 25, 
that date is not Christ's real birthday. No one knows 
the exact date of his birth. Many scholars believe that, 
before the fourth century, his birthday was honored on 
January 6 and called the Nativity. Also on that date, a 
festival, Epiphany, was held to celebrate Christ's bap- 
tism and the Magi's visit to the stable in Bethlehem, it 
wasn't until A.D. 353 that Pope Liberius in Rome 
declared December 25 a Christian holiday to mark the 
birth of Christ. 
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At that time, Rome was the center of the world. 
Roman armies had conquered many countries, in- 
cluding what are now the British Isles, Northern Africa, 
Spain, and the Middle East. Because the Romans ruled 
all these countries, the empire was made up of many dif- 
ferent cultures and religions. Only a tenth of the people 
in the empire were Christian. The other nine-tenths 
were called "pagans" by the Christians. They 
celebrated their own festivals on or near December 25. 
Perhaps Pope Liberius moved the Nativity holiday up 
to Deceraber 25 so that Christians would not be tempted 
to join in the pagan festivals that occurred at the same 
time. 

One of the most popular pagan festivals. Saturnalia, 
took place from December. 17 until December 24. Since 
the fall crops were planted and autumn was drawing to a 
close, it was held in honor of Saturnus, the god of the 
harvest. Men and women, holding lighted candles, 
paraded through the streets in masks and costumes. 
Schools were closed, and people were allowed to gam- 
ble, which at other times of the year was against the law. 
Masters and slaves switched roles. The slaves picked a 
slave-king, "The Lord of Misrule," who ordered 
everyone, including the rich, to wait on him and per- 
form games and tricks. The rich and poor gave each 
other gifts like candles, dolls, and holly branches. 
Everywhere, the pagans stopped work to celebrate this 
favorite holiday. Christians must have wanted to join 
the fun until the Pope gave them their own holiday. 

Another pagan festival, Nalalis Solis Invicii, fell on 
December 25. It was a feast for the "birth of the un- 
conquered sun." It became very popular among the 
Roman soldiers when they conquered Persia in the mid- 
dle of the first century. Mithras, a Persian sun god, was 
said to have slain a bull from which all life began. 
Mithras stood for goodness, justice and life everlasting. 
The Roman soldiers prayed to him to help them win bat- 
tles. A feast in his honor was held on December 25 
because it was the winter solstice— the time of year when 
days grew longer. People in ancient times believed this 
meant the sun was conquering darkness, just as Mithras 
had conquered the bull. 

Besides Saturnalia and Nalalis Solb Invicli, there was 
a pagan holiday called Kalends. It was a New Year's 
celebration that began on January 1 and lasted three 
days. The Romans decorated their houses with lights 
and plants. They gave special gifts to friends, children, 
and the poor. They believed that gifts of gold and silver 
brought wealth, lamps brought warmth, an^ honey 
brought luck. The Romans saved their money all year 
so they could spoid it having a good time during 
Kalends. 

Many of our most beautiful Christmas customs come 
from these ancient festivals.

Gty Councilman H. Jack Jennings, 
who represents the heavily populated 
Lynnhaven borough, said he would 
never have sought public office if he 
had never been a Virginia Beach 
Jaycee. 

"Without question. Absdutely," 
the former Jaycee president and 
recipient of the coveted Outstanding 
Young Man of the State award. "I 
never would have, probably, even 
thought about making the commitment 
that is actually necessary to seek 
public office," if he hadn't jdned the 
Jaycees in 1966, fresh from a three- 
year tour of duty in the Army. 

Jennings, just like thousands of 
other Virginia Beach residents, janed 
the public service group of yaing men 
between the ages of 18 and 33 and 
found out early that, as the Jaycees 
say, "Young men can change the 
world." 

By 1971 or '72, Jennings had worked 
himself up the ladder from being a 
general Jaycee member to director to 
finally president. 

"We had a dynamite year that 
year," Jennings recalls, noting that 
the chapter grew from 100 to 180 
members and had in its treasury in 
excess of S200,000. 

Jennings, who at the time was also 
serving on the city's recreation com- 
mission, received word from the public 
that the city was in need of bicycle 



trails. Early indications were that 
people wanted the paths at Seashore 
State F^rk.

I^ople dcMi't know exactly why 
they feel a smaller council would 
be mcM-e efficient, other than 
that a few opinions, no one 
knows whose voices that would 
be, would be silenced as would 
their votes. 



Jennings is sure that the 
public wants this question 
studied. Petitions, he says, are 
being circulated calling for a 
referendum on the question in 
the spring. But what the public 
wants and what council wants is 
two different things. 

"I'm optimistic as far as the 
people are concerned," he said. 
"The people want the study. 
The council doesn't." 

There are several formulas 
under which the council could 
redesign its boundaries and/or 
election procedures. The first 
thing that has to be done is try 
to determine if the council can 
agree that a change is in order. 

Council will eventually tackle 
this tough question. But don't 
be impatient. It may take a 
while before anything is finally 
settled.

Jennings, as a Jaycee, said he was 
also responsible for moving the Jay- 
cees' East Coast Surfing Oiampion- 
ship. then called a contest, from the 
old steel pier at the south end of the 
resort strip to Camp PendletO).

Kei McMillin, an artist

The Rock Qturch will 
have to pospone its 
divinely-inspired City of 
Refuge in rural Virginia 
B^ach. 

Despite the outpouring 
of support from approx- 
imately 600 persons who 
overflowed the Council 
Chambers Monday after- 
noon, filling up the corri- 
dors, City Council turned 
down by a vote of 7-3 
rezoning applications and 
use permits that would 
have made the refuge 
possible. 

The refuge, which 
church community leaders 
say is inspired by God. 
was planned for an 802- 
acre tract in the Princess 
Anne Borough. It was well 
within the agricultural 
area which the city has 
reserved for agricultural 
uses and on the wrong 
side of the line marked by 
Indian River Road which 
divides the city's develop- 
ment area from its agri- 
cultural area. 

The denial was based 
on the prematurity of the 
application and the con- 
tention that the establish- 
ment of water and sewer 
in the area would open up 
the agricultural portion of 
the city to development. 

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan abstained 
because of her financial 
interest in neighboring 
property. Voting against 
denial were Councilman 
H. Jack Jennings Jr., 
Councilman Harold Hei- 
schober and Councilman 
Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. 

McCoy initially make a 
motion to approve the 
applications, seconded by 
Jennings, with Baum 
making a <:tih<;tW«t^ 



motion to deny the appli- 
cations. McCoy withdrew 
so that Heischober could 
make a substitute com- 
promise motion lo the 
denial motion when it 
became the main motion. 
His motion was to grant 
a use permit to the church 
with iis necessary appur- 
tenance with water and 
sewer while denying the 
cKher requests, so that the 
church, which is based in 
Kempsville, McCoy's 
Borough, could get start- 
ed. 

The substitute motion 
failed by a 7-3 vote with 
Jennings. McCoy and 
Heischober dissenting. 

The discussicm on the 
applications lasted a 
couple of hours with all 
but one of the speakers 
favoring approval. How- 
ever, the Planning Com- 
mission also recommend- 
ed denial of the applica- 
tions, 

Melvin Eaton, of West 
Landing road, spoke 
against the applications. 
He said his property is 
adjacent to the proposed 
City of Refuge, and that 
after living in a rural 
community the idea of 
having 25,000 people next 
d<x)r was frightening. He 
said the Rock Church is a 
great organization, but 
that as an individual along 
with his neighbors he was 
frightened by the heavy 
influx of pe(vle, new 
development and addi- 
tional houses. He recom- 
mended following the 
city's Comprehensive 
Plan and keeping the com- 
munity rural. His talk was 
met by applause by 
approximately ten to IS 
pec^le among the audi- 
ence.

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Things That Go Bump 

While getting ready for the holidays this year I 
stumbled across what I thought was a very strange 
tradition. ..that of telliifg ghost or horror stories on 
Christmas Eve. After contemplating this new found 
fact, I realized that I actually knew very liule about the 
whole genre of horror literature. Luckily, the library 
owns a wonderful book of bibliographic essays on the 
subject called "Horror Literature; a Core Collection 
And Reference Guide" (Bowker Co., 1981). This 
reference book, edited by Marshall Tymn, has been a 
great help in sorting thrcHigh the tangled maze (^ 
haunted castles and monsters from the deep (whether it 
be the sea or the mind). 

"Horror Literature" begins by trying to define the 
boundaries of the genre. Tymn, in his preface, gives 
the following clear and concise definition: 

"TTie essence of horror fiction is fear and terror - 
manifested in the dread of unknown forces. One type of 
horror, the psychological, makes use of implied situa- 
tions, in which the fear is totally in the mind (the terms 
weird and macabre are used to describe this type). In 
physical horror, the threat of bodily harm or the menace 
of death cause a terror that often paralyzes the intended 
victim. In the broadest sense, these two types represent 
the major branches of horror of fiction." 

The various contributors to the book then go (xi to 
break the literature into a number of chronological 
categories. They begin with gothic rcxnances written 
between 1762 and 1920. These novels, which dOTii- 
nated the fiction writing (rf that period, are now 
generally quite rare and difticult to locate. Tlie authn- 
defines gothic romances as "a violently destructive or 
sadomasochistic fantasy of the multiple self, in which 
various hypothetical personalities or repressed and 



unwanted identities are released into an architectural 
dream collage in which anything can happen and 
usually does." Swne of the more pc^ular examples of 
this type of fictiwi are Jane Austen's "Northanger 
Abbey" and Sir Walter Scott's "The Bride of 
LammermoOT." 

The next period of horror literature has been dubbed 
the "Residual Gothic Impulse." It was the age of 
Victorian realism and the genre moved in the same 
direction as general novels written from 1824 to 1873. 
Instead of damsels in distress, in dark and glocnny 
castles, authors of this period concentrated on 
psychdogical fear. "Wuthering Heights," "A Christ- 
mas Card" and the works of Edgar Allen Poe are 
examples of this type of fictioi. 

The late 1 9th and early 20th century has been dubbed 
the golden age of horror literature because of the 
quantity and quality of works published during this era. 
Ambrose Bierce. Joseph Conrad, Henry James, Guy de 
Maupassant, Robert Louis Stephenson, Bram Stoker, 
H.G. Wells, Edith Wharton and Oscar Wilde are some 
of the literary giants that wrote hcx'ror stmes around 
the turn of the century. The stories no longer have 
gothic props and are usually placed in everyday 
settings. "Thematically, they represent the first 
serious attempt to abandon the Gothic villain who gets 
his just deserts in favor of the innocent victim who is 
mysteriously or randomly persecuted by demons who 
refuse to be exorcised." 

The hraror literature of the modem period has again 
directly reflected the tenor of the times. The works 
published since World War I have concentrated On a 
"...cosmic and psychdogical horror... reminding us 
that... we must always face the dark." It is a literature 
of c(Miscious reflection, containing elements of all 
previous hwror and gothic literary movements. Shirley 
Jackson, H.P. Lovecraft, Thomas Tryon and Stephen 
King have all authored pc^ular works typical of the 
period. 

ThrcKigh the bode "Horrw Literature" I have 
discovered that there is much more to the genre than 
just things that go bump in the night. If you wcMild like 
to learn mcM-e about the subject cs read sane of the 
authors and their works listed in this article, visit one of 
the Virginia Beach Public Libraries. I think we can 
arrange for at least one sleepless night -

Sweeping Their Way 
Into Your Home

When most Virginia 
Beach residents hear the 
term "chimney sweep," 
visions of old England 
come to mind, AUhougb 
the occupation of cleaning 
chimneys and literally 
"sweeping the insides. 
out" did start in England 
centuries ago, the need 
lives on and the job of 
chimney sweep is still 
around, albeit not as well 
known as in the days of 
yore. 

Local residents need not 
look too far to find a 
genuine chimney sweep to 
do this dirty job, in fact 
you only have to look as 
far as Naval Air Station 
Oceana Air Operations. 
Four years ago Air Con- 
trolman Aviation ASW 
Operator Chief (ACC 
(AW) Steve Riley HI 
began carrying on a some- 
what new family tradition, 
by working as a chimney 
sweep in the business his 
father started five years 
ago. And Steve fits the 
role rather well, all the 
way down to the top-hat 
and black tails he wears on 
the job. 

Of course, there arc 
other chimney sweeps in 
this area, but you can't 
really miss Chief Riley and 
his team of "sweeps" - the 
company vehicle is a black 
hearse. Used because it's 
built the right way for 
carrying the chimney 
cleaning equipment, and 
because, well, you can't 
quite forget a chimney 
sweep who arrives in a 
hearse. About the unusual 
company transportation, 
Riley says "Sometimes it 
shakes-up our customers. 
They know the chimney 
sweep is coming, but they 
don't expect to see a black 
hear^ drive up to the 
front of their hou». A 
few years ago. a lady 
refuse lo open her door. 



Eventually her young 
daughter answered and we 
explained who we were." 

The business now has 
three hearses and four 
other part-time em- 
ployees, all military, 
working on their day&off. 
Air Controlman First 
Class (AC I) Clark Mc- 
Makin. ACC (AW) Ed- 
ward Goodey, 
Aerographer's Mate 
Second Class (AG2) Rana 
Long and AC3 Jay Har- 
bin stay busy cleaning 
chimneys at a rate of 
about seventy per week 
during the busy season 
between July and 
February. Each chimney 
cleaning job takes two or 
three sweeps and requires 
about an hour to com- 
plete. Says ACC (AW) 
Riley. "It's a really 
fihhy job, but it's fun and 
we have a pretty good 
time." Of course it's not 
all easy; there are many 
stories of cranky dogs, 
raccoons stuck in the flue, 
and irate squirrels who 
don't really like having 
their nests disturbed. But 
one of the most unusual 
happenings, according to 
Riley, was the snake in the 
chimney, "I thought it 
was a black stick, so I 
grabbed it to throw it out. 
When it tried Jo get away 
from me, I knew it wasn't 
a stick!" 

But to Chief Riley it's 
all in a day's work and he 
takes the animals and rep- 
tiles in stride. In fact, he 
seems to really enjoy it all. 
As Steve Riley III strolls 
away, chimney broom 
over his shoulder, it's easy 
to imagine his singing the 
song from Mary Poppins- 
"... though I spend me 
time in ashes and smoke, 
in this whole wide world 
there's no happier bloke! 
Chim Chiminec Chim 
Chim Cherts!"

Baby Safety Seats At Hospital 




WeeCare baby car seats 
from Virginia Beach 
General Hospital (VBGH) 
have protected infants 
around the world and 
across the country^ One 
young couple, Richard 
and Laura Ezell, traveled 
with their infant through 
Europe with a WeeCare 
car seat . And one couple is 
returning the seat by mail 
from California. 

Originally, the 
Auxiliary to the Hospital 
rented seats to parents of 
infants born at VBGH to 
help them comply with 
Virginia's new car safety 
regulations. But that 
hasn't stopped parents 
from safeguarding their 
children wherever they go. 

Currently, more than 
400 VBGH car seats are 



protecting newborns. 
Joyce Gray, president of 
the Auxiliary, commen- 
ted, "We initiated the 
program for newborns to 
give parents an 
economical way to use a 
seat they will only need a 
short time. Once a baby is 
six months old, the seat 
must be returned." 

Parents may rent the 
seats for a $15 fee if their 
child is born at VBGH. A 
$10 deposit is refunded if 
the seat is returned in 
gocxl condition. 

According to Mrs. 
Gray, "Many people have 
been so impressed with the 
program that they often 
allow the Hospital to keep 
the deposit as a donation. 
The WeeCare rental also 
saves parents from having 



to buy an infant car seat, 
which usually costs about 
$40." 

The theme for the rental 
plan is 'Tlrst Ride-A 
Safe Ride." Parents learn 
how to use the seats 
correctly when they take 
the prenatal classes of- 
fered at VBGH. 

Funding for the 
program was made 
possible through the com- 
bined efforts of the 
Auxiliary to VBGH. the 
Virginia Beach Junior 
Women's Club, RK 
Chevrolet, and other 
donations. RK Chevrolet 
continues to store the seats 
for VBGH. 

"Overall, we have had a 
very good return rate on 
the seats," said Mrs. 
Gray. "It is a friendly ser- 



vice to provide. We 
sometimes send return 
reminders to young 
mothers who are surprised 
how rapidly the six mon- 
ths have passed," said 
Mary Morris, co- 
chairman of the project. 

Though few anticipated 
the car seats would be 
used worldwide, the Wee- 
Care car seats are protec- 
ting hundreds of infants 
wherever they go with a 
program that is spreading 
successfully to other 
hospitals. 

The VBGH Auxiliary 
recently assisted DePaul 
Hospital in initiating a 
successful program in an 
effort to aid even more 
parents and newborns in 
Virginia.'

A total of 2,540 irophy- 
si/e fish were registered in 
the 26ih annual Virginia 
Saltwater Fishing Tour- 
nament which closed 
Nov. 30. State records 
were established in two of 
the Tournament's 23 
divisions. 

P.W. Halslcad of Nor- 
folk set a stale record and 
a world all-lackle record 
with a 19-pound gray 
irouiboaied at the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge 
Tunnel. Halstead's fish 
displaced the Virginia 
record 17-pound, three- 
ounce trout caught in 1980 
by Larry Phillips of 
Virginia' Beach. It also 
displaced the all-tackle 
record 17-pound, 14- 
ounce trout taken from 
New York's Long Island 
Sound the same year. 

Pal Kelly of Athens, 
Ga., captured a 255- 
pound, eight-ounce 
bigeye tuna, 51 pounds 



heavier than any luna ever 
registered in the Tour- 
nament. All tunas - 
bluefin. yellowfin and 
bigeye— are listed in a 
single category in the 
Tournament. 

Final tabulations show 
that white marlin releases 
topped all categories. 
Anglers earned 585 
Release Citations for 
freeing whites compared 
to only 79 anglers earning 
awards for fish meeting 
the 50-pound qualifying 
minimum. 

Black Drum were in 
second place with 285 
meeting the 70-pound 
Citation minimum weight 
requirement. Taulog were 
in ihrid place with 265 
weighing at least nine 
pounds minimum.

In addition, special 
release Citations are 
awarded for setting free 
any si/e while marlin. blue 
marlin, sailfish or tarpon. 

There have been 80.269 
Citations earned since the 
Tournament's inaugura- 
tion in 1958. The bluefish 
is the all-time leader with 
11,590 Citations, followed 
by flounder with 10,076 
and black drum wilh 
8.631.

Pins, Keeping Them Sharp— Instead of laying 
them flat in a tin, slick ihcm in a bar of toilet 
soap.

Gljristmas Plants 
Can Remain 
Beautiful All Year 

"Hiose beautiful Christmas plants can remain 
beautiful all year long if they receive proper care, noted 
E.P. Curling Jr., Virginia Cooperative Extension Agent 
for Chesapeake. 

Poinsettias are sen'sitivc plants and often disappoint 
people when they do not receive the proper care. 
Drafts, too cool or too warm temperatures, sudden- 
temperature changes, dry atmosphere, improper 
water, and low light intensity can cause loss of leaves 
and withering of bracts. Curling said. 

"To care for the poinsettia in the home, place the 
plant in a sunny window, but the leaves should not 
touch the cold window pane. If placed in a window, the 
plant should be remolded at night if there is danger of 
chilling. One should shive for a uniform temj>erature 
65° to 70* during the day, and 60»F at night. Poinsettias 
should n<M be exposed to cold or hot air drafts. 

"The poinsettia plant must receive adequate, but not 
excess water. Apply water when the soil feels dry or 
changes color from a dark to light color, or feels light 
when lifted Soak the soil completely to the bottcxn of 
the p«, and be sure the excess water can dram freely. 
The plant will die rather quickly if the soil remains 
wet," Curling noted. 

cyclamen 

"Cyclamen has attractive flowers and foliage, and it 
is one of the most beautiful plants for Christmas and 
early winter hdidays," Curling added. "It Is usually 
available with several flowers and many buds in all 
stages of develc^ment. 

"Cool temperature and maximum light are essential 
to get an extended color display. The leaves will turn 
yellow and the buds die if the temperature is too warm. 
Also, if the light is pow or if the plants become dry or 
overwatered, the leaves will turn yellow." 
Christmas Pepper 

"Christmas Pepper is quite decorative and fits well into 
the holiday color scheme. Place the plant where it will 
receive good light and cool temperatues. This annual is 
sold when in full fruits, and should be discarded when 
no lc»iger attractive. 

'Loss of leaves and fruit is often the result of 
insufficient watering, or a warm, dry craiditiwi," the 
extenticm agent said.
